These two sites are adjacent to the fields used

by the Metropolitan Water and Reclamation District
uses to dry sludge. These sludge fields imitate the
mud flats that shorebirds prefer, and in the spring,
shorebirds can be seen by the hundreds or even
the thousands.

Many different species of birds use Deadstick
Pond and Heron Pond [Z, including rare ones
such as yellow-headed blackbirds and black-
crowned night herons.

Both sites are composed of open water with
surrounding wetlands. They are part of the Calumet
Open Space Reserve.
